All that is true. It also is true 
that unless Peiping clarifies the 
complex wording of its proposals, 
it would be possible to have a 
discussion withou any advance 
concessions.

will soon be cut. The Tréas- 
ury Department announced 
Tuesday that it will substi- 
tute 25 enectronic machines 
for 80 persons now hand- 
counting unfit currency re- 
tired from circulation.

Long Bill Spivey, seven feet tall and still growing, etrodeled 
the University of Kentucky to Georgia’s field of talent a few years 
ago. Adolph Rupp got so much for his basketball money that Bear 
Bryant came in with his agents this year and swept out with heavy 

winnings in the football field, featuring the Rockmart Young’un, Max 
Mason, who has a future as bright as Spivey’s. 

Each season since, the junior classman Spivey has been coming 
back to Georgia courts with the Wildcat court teams. Warner Robins 
has emptied into Atlanta for the event. Never, however, has the 
event sent so many Spiveys home so happy as last washday night. 

The Spivey boy had grown not only into manhood, but giant- 
hood. No longer was he an awkward ugly duckling: whose 
gangling frame drew the derision of his high school classmates. 
Not even was he the ungainly sophomore who had more equip- 
ment than he knew how to handle, but a graceful, poised young 
man who moved as if he didn’t know there were more than nine 
other men, two officials and Adolph Rupp in the house. This was 
no goon boy. This was an ace. | 

Seldom will you see a large man who can move as well as 
Spivey.

Proposal To Ban Presents 
Blasted by Texas Coaches 


DALLAS. Jan. 23—(4)—Texas high school coaches, of which 
there are 1.500, are agitated over a proposal that would cut out 
gifts from the fans. 

The Texas Interscholastic League considering a rule, 
advocated by its advisory council, that would prohibit a coach 
from taking anything costing more than $100.

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A Vote Under Duress 


The State Senate ought to reconsider 
its approval of the mandatory primary 
amendment. It ought to do so without the 
outrageous pressure of the Highway De- 
partment which was so obvious at yes- 
terday’s vote. 


Even with Benton Odom, treasurer of 
the Highway Board, seated at the front 
apparently taking notes on the results, and 
Dixon Oxford, a member of the Highway 
Board, pacing the floor watching how 
members voted, the measure just did clear 
the Senate by a vote of 36 to 16. One 
more vote against it would have defeated 
the proposal which in effect outlaws any 
political party in Georgia except the Demo- 
cratic Party. It would bar all candidates 
from running in the general election who 
were not nominated in a State-wide pri- 
mary. 


The Talmadge Administration’s use of 
Highway officials clearly was an attempt 
to intimidate Senators. Those who voted 
against Administration wishes are likely 
to find it difficult to get roads for their 
districts. It is a tribute to the Senate, 


—though, that with two members absent, 16 
were willing to demonstrate their inde-

Let Us Give 
Diplomacy a Chance 


All aspects of the Peiping “cease-fire” 
proposal should be weighed with care. It 
should not be treated as “just a post card 
message,” as the able and respected War- 
ren Austin said in the heat of his original 
criticism of the Communist message de- 
livered via the Indian delegation’s chair- 
man, Sir Bengal Rau. 

We believe that if talks may be had 
without any prior commitments, they 
should by all means be held. We have 
nothing to lose by such agreement. There 
can't be compromise without discussion. 

So, if we can hold them without ad- 
vance coercion, let them be held. 

The United States gained in moral 
strength by her agreement with the UN 
cease-fire proposal. Indeed, it was this 
moral gain which gave Peiping and her 
Russian advisers reason to make a counter 
move. To accept a United States proposal 
and UN agreement would have estab- 
lished us as leaders in the movement for 
peace. The Soviets would not like that. 

Also, because of our moral gain, there 
was a real chance the Chinese would be 
voted aggressors by the UN. The Peiping 
announcement was without doubt made 
to upset balloting on this issue. 

That much we know. 

Nor do we have any great faith in the 
sincerity of the Communists and their 
plans. They are, as a matter of fact, much 
more conciliatory than had been believed 
possible. 

In discussion we will have a chance to 
place our own position officially before the 
Asiatics and Europeans. We cannot go 
along on the premise that the United Na- 
tions is strong when it agrees with us, 
and a failure when it does not support us. 
We can weigh, in the discussion, the fate 
of the UN, that of the Korean peoples, and 
the future of Southeast Asia. If Peiping 
is willing to discuss Korea it is hardly 
planning to move into Indochina. 


We must also face the fact that France, 
Great Britain, and many smaller nations 
feel the Communists,should have a seat 
in the UN. A discussion may provide a 
basis for granting such a seat. It is not 
now possible to do so. 

In Cairo and at Potsdam we committed 
ourselves to the agreement that Formosa 
was, and of a right ought to be, Chinese 
territory. It was at that time assumed 
Chiang Kai-shek would hold on. He was 
not able to. Yet, our agreement did not 
say Formosa was Chiang territory, but 
Chinese. Those agreements are an embar- 
rassment and must somehow be resolved. 

We emphatically oppose any prior

pendence in the face of such an implied 
threat. There are reasons for believing 
there are others who, after wrestling with 
their consciences, would like to change 
their vote. 

There was another puzzling feature of 
yesterday’s action. On Monday, Talmadge 
Floor Leader Grady Rawls asked for con- 
tinuation of debate until Tuesday. But 
yesterday he did not ask for more debate. 
He asked that the question be submitted 
to a vote at once. In short, at 1:30 o’clock 
Monday Talmadge forces asked a recess 
because they feared a vote at that time. 
They wanted overnight to recoup their 
strength. Yesterday, when the Senate re- 
convened it was under the vigilance of 
two Highway officials ready to place a 
black mark by the names of all dissenters. 
There was no resumption of debate at all 
but a quick call for a vote. 

We do not believe yesterday’s vote is 
a fair reflection of the views of the Sen- 
ators. It was a vote under duress of a 
kind that ought not to be tolerated in our 
legislative halls. The Senators should be 
given a chance to reconsider and reaffirm 
their independence. They have the right, 
and duty, to demand that this be done.

On ‘Ghost’ Tractors 


In an editorial in his paper, The Madi- 
sonian, Publisher Earl Leonard has called 
attention to what he calls a hideous crime. 
What he is talking about is the revelation 
by the Director of the State Property and 
Intangible Tax Unit that our State will 
pick up an additional $400,000 revenue this 
year from farmers who claimed refunds 
for taxes paid on gasoline burned in trac- 
tors, but who had not listed said tractors 
for tax purposes. 


Publisher Leonard calls for a complete 
investigation in every county to determine 
how far farmers have gone in failing to 
list tractors in making their tax returns. 
Certainly, such an investigation should 
be made. 

It is common knowledge that each year 
many Georgians fail to pay State and 
county taxes on their automobiles. That 
they hide tractors as well is a compara- 
tively recent revelation. 


The practice proves two things, among 
others. 


First, it shows that far too many citi- 
zens are dishonest with their government 
when it comes to assessments and tax pay- 
ing. In the second place, this “hiding” of 
personal property shows why it becomes 
necessary to levy a sales tax in order to 
distribute the tax burden and to see that 
everyone carries a fair share of that burden.

coke and also be polite to out-of-town visitors. The measure, 

sponsored by Sen. Ellison Dunn, of Donalsonville, calls for auto- 
mobile tags to be identified by State senatorial districts. 


For instance, if you lived in the First Senatorial District, your 
car tag would be marked with a “1” in addition to the other 
identification. Atlantans’ tags would be marked with a “52,” 
since Fulton County is the 52nd Senatorial District. There, are 
92 districts. ‘In some other states, like Alabama, the tags are 
identified by counties. With Georgia having 159 counties, how- 
ever, Dunn says it would be too much to ask that Georgia tags 
be identified by counties. Thus, he settled for identification by 
senatorial districts. 


The Senator says that State Troopers in other states find it 
easier to identify automebiles when they carry the marks of their 
home section. Big-city policemen say they can grant a motorist 
more consideration if they can tell by the tag that he is an 
out-of-towner unfamiliar with the city’s traffic laws. 


Georgia senatorial districts are unfamiliar 
to the average Georgian. It is not publicized 
very frequently that a Senator represents the Third or the Eighth 
State Senatorial District. The Senators are usually identified by 
their home towns. However, if law enforcement officers can be 
aided by this identification, there is good reason for Senator 
Dunn’s bill. It would even make the people as conscious of the 
fact that they live in the “52nd Senatorial District” as they are 
that they live in “Fulton County.” 


Not Familiar 


With better law enforcement as its aim, Sen. Dunn’s bill is 
more necessary than a bill introduced by Sen. James Gould, of 
Brunswick. Sen. Gould would have special identification for 
tags for the American Legion’s “Forty and Eight” Society. This 
would be an honor to a fine group. But, it probably would lead 
to more bills striking special identifications for the Elks, VFW, 
the Toastmaster’s Club, CEKLOR, and others. 


Speaking of identification, a ne ee change 
Peaches Win the nickname of Georgia from’ “The Peach 
State” to “The Gum Turpentine State” was beaten down in a 
House committee. Gov. Talmadge, Speaker Fred Hand, Adj. 
Gen. Ernest Vandiver, and others were boarding a National 
Guard plane to fly to Washington for a dinner honoring Sen. 
Russell. Painted on the front of the C-47 was a beautiful Georgia 
peach. The name of the plane was “The Georgia Peach.” 


Noticing this, Speaker Hand turned to us and said: “The peach 
looks better on the plane than a bottle of turpentine would look. 
Georgia’s pretty girls are known over the nation as Georgia 
peaches. Somehow, it just sounds better to crown a beauty queen 
as ‘Miss Georgia Peach’ than as ‘Miss Gum Turpentine.’ ”

A Step Toward the Answer 


The problem of alcoholism must be one that weighs more heavily than most 


of us know on the hearts of great numbers of Georgians. 


When Sen. Elliott Hagan 


introduced his bill to create a Commission on Alcoholism, he was very conscious 
of the fact that in most of the State—outside the cities where Alcoholics Anony- 
mous groups are active—there is literally no help for the man or woman caught 
up by a disease more horrible and more far-reaching than cancer or tuberculosis. 
He knew of many cases in his own part of the State, he was concerned that alcoholics are usually 
sick people first before they land in jail or in prison camps and that criminal acts are secondary 


to their drunkenness. 


But what Sen. Hagan didn’t expect was the sudden overwhelming sweep 


of public support of his measure, which has just begun its movement through the General Assembly. 


“I don’t suppose I actually expected it to 
pass this time,” the Sylvania Senator said. “I 
would have been satisfied to make a start and 
hope that in the next few years we could get 
such a bill through. But now I don’t believe 
public sentiment is going to let us wait.” 


News stories of the bill brought calls 
from all parts of Georgia. The State Junior 
Chamber of Commerce had been working on 
a similar bill and rushed support to Sen. 
Hagan. Alcoholics Anonymous groups were 
vocal in their enthusiasm. Civic groups and 
-church organizations want to do anything 
they can to help. 


But the touching: ones are the individuals 
who come in quietly and timidly offer their own 
testimony to the need of humane study and 
tréatment of the problem drinker. 


“Nobody knows what I’ve been through with’ 


my boy,” one little woman said. “Even our 
relatives and closest friends don’t know the truth. 
But he’s a sick boy ... as sick as if he had some 
horrible unknown fever. I’ve been that helpless 
to get him treated.” 

She told of the nights she lay awake follow- 
ing him in her mind’s eye as he wove his way 
through the dark streets, stumbling as he walked. 
She knew eventullly the police would pick him 
up and the few days he spent in the stockade 
gave her the only peace she knew. 

“It’s shameful to be glad your son’s in jail,” 
she whispered. “But at least I know he's safe 
there. He won't be hit by a car or get into a 
fight and kill somebody.” 

This mother, loving her son, had an under- 
standing and a patience with the problem that 
are denied most nondrinkers!: Only the A.A.’s 
really know what it’s like and if Sen. Hagan’s 
bill is enacted into law, we hope that Gov. Tal- 
madge will appoint to the Commissign one gen- 
uine, bona fide alcoholic. The Atlanta A.A. group 
can offer him any number of candidates, men 
and women, who are utterly realistic about alco- 


holism, who have been engulfed in the disease 
themselves and have with the help of “The Man 
Upstairs” and other alcoholics extricated them- 
selves. 

Don Birnam, the hero—or perhaps “victim” 
would be a better word—of Charles Jackson’s 
“The Lost Weekend,” presents the situation of 
the alcoholic in all its misery and heartbreak. 


You remember he mused: “Why did there 
always have to be some woman hopelessly 
involved with a hopeless drunk? ... Why 
were drunks, almost always, persons of 
talent, personality, lovable qualities, gifts, 
brains, assets of all kinds (else why would 
anyone care?); why were so many brilliant 
men alcoholic?—And from there, the next 
one was: Why did you drink? 


“Like the others, the question was rhetorical, 
abstract, anything but pragmatic; as vain to ask 
as his own clever question had been vain. ... 
It had long since ceased to matter WHY. You 
were a drunk; that’s all there was to it. You 
drank; period. And once you took a drink, once 
you got under way, what difference did it make 
why? There were so many dozen reasons that 
didn’t count at all; none that did. Maybe you 
drank because you were unhappy, or too happy; 
or too hot, or too cold; or you didn’t like the 
Partisan Review, or you loved the Partisan Re- 
view. It was as groundless as that..... There 
was no cure. It was something that would ail 
you always, as long as you lasted (and how long 
would that be, the way you were going?) But— 


you did have this: you could recover and stay. 


well. You could recover and become an ‘arrested 
case,’ like the TB patient whose doctor will not 
commit himself to a cure more certain or perma- 
nent than that.” 

There must be some answer to a problem that 
concerns so many people and Sen. Hagan’s bill 
sounds to us like the first step toward finding 
the answer.

The Deer Leads 
A Rugged Life

> hg is a trained wildlife man who got his schooling at 

? ; “See a good Eastern college, spent years in the game 

and fish work in Wisconsin and Minnesota and is now heading 

up such work in the Southeastern States. I asked him a lot of 

questions about the organized deer hunts the U. S. Forest Service 
permits in such forests as this one. 


In the last organized hunt, 3,907 hunters bought permits. They 
“reported” 353 deer killed. About 400 additional deer were 
killed and sneaked out of the woods by hunters without report- 
ing them. 

Why do they do this? When they kill one buck deer, which 
is the limit, their permit is canceled and therefore they do not 
report their killed deer unless they are caught with it or happen 
to be honest. The deer population in this Ocala National Forest 
is estimated at 5,500, about one deer to 500 acres. 


The Hary est vested,” which means that the average weight 
of the deer was 115 pounds. (About the weight of a 45-day-old 
Jersey calf.) This meat was produced at a cost of 45 cents per pound, 
to the hunters. What do these deer live on? Acorns from myrtle 
oak and Chapman oak, smilax, mushrooms, various shrubs and a 
small amount of grass. 


Are dogs used in hunting them? Yes. What are the argu- 
ments for using dogs? More hunters are successful in getting 
their deer. It is safer for the hunters, as the dogs bring the deer 
to them instead of the hunters ranging about after the deer and 
becoming the mark of some excited hunter. Less deer are lost 
by crippling. 

What are the’ arguments against using dogs in deer hunts? 
Dogs kill young deer. Deer become overheated in the drive and 
run into water holes and drown. (Dogs killed 11 deer last year.) 
What effect does the killing of a deer by buckshot and the conse- 
quent cutting of its throat by the hunter have on the mental 
processes of the hunter? Is it good or bad? “I wouldn’t know 
about that,” says Mather. 


There were 40,600 pounds of deer meat “har-

saw fit? The deer would multiply rapidly until the browse got 
scarcer and scarcer and only the tall deer could reach it and then 
the fawns and smaller deer would perish from starvation. Any 
other factors to think about here? “Yes, the screwworms would get 
most of the baby deer in years when there had been little cold 
weather.”

come from hanging the wash 
properly and sprinkhing and 
folding, as well as the pure me- 
chanics of the ironing itself. 

Thank goodness ironing these 
days has been taken out of the 
gloomy basement, and assumes 
the aspect of a creative work 
of art, rather than the deadly 
chore it once was. With the 
proper facilities, the right prep- 
aration, a bit of “ironing music” 
and a reasonably happy mental 
approach, ironing ceases to be 
a bugaboo. As a matter of fact, 
it’s fun! You'll find yourself in- 
ordinately proud after produc- 
ing a handsomely ironed batch 
of clothes, and the aesthetic sat- 
isfaction is unlimited. 


One of the most important 
steps toward easy ironing 
comes with the proper fold- 
ing and sprinkling. Hang your 
clothes on the line so they 
will dry as near wrinkle-free 
as possible. You’d be sur- 
prised at the ironing minutes 
you'll save. Here are a few 
hints for hanging the wash: 


. Fold large pieces hem-to-hem 
and hang straight over line 
with hem edges overlapping 
the line about six inches. 

. Small flat articles will keep 
their shapes better if hung 
straight rather than by cor- 
ners. 

. Thin small pieces may be 
placed over the line in layers 
if drying conditions are fa- 
vorable. 

. Garments should be hung by 
their heaviest portion. 

If. you plan to iron the same 
day you wash, be sure to re- 
move clothes from line or dry- 
er when damp-dry. 


Perhaps the most important 
single factor in easy ironing is 
proper sprinkling. With too 
little moisture, it is impossible 
to remove “rough-dry” wrin- 
kles. With too much, it takes 
longer to iron garments and 
it is more difficult to move 
the iron over them. However, 
when garments are properly 
sprinkled, one or two strokes 
or the iron leaves a smooth, 
dry surface. And always 
sprinkle with warm water; 
clothes absorb the moisture 
better. 


Plastic sprinkling bottles with 
spray tops can be found at hard- 


ware stores, and if the plastic | 
bottle can’t be had, an ordinary | 


FOLD LOOSELY 
Sprinkle garments with 
warm uuter. 


pop bottle with a perforated 
sprinkler top will serve. 


Another all-important fac- 
tor is the proper folding 
(loosely) of each sprinkled ar- 
ticle to be ironed. Many 
homemakers make the mis- 
take of rolling up dampened 
clothes, which merely makes 
more wrinkles to be ironed 


If clothes are arranged in the 
laundry basket systematically 
you'll save yourself much ex- 
cess motion. Here’s the way 
they should be placed: First, 
linens in the bottom of the bas- 
ket; then cottons, silks and ray- 
ons and nylons on top. When 
arranged in this order, you set 
your fabric dial on the iron at 
the lowest heat, rayon, and as 
your ironing proceeds to cottons 
and linens the heat can grad- 
ually be increased. 

Use a plastic bag in*the laun- 
dry basket to cover the sprin- 
kled garments. This helps re- 
tain moisture in the garments 
to be ironed. Let sprinkled 
clothes stand at least an hour 
before ironing so moisture will 
spread through the fabric. In 
cool weather sprinkled clothes 
can be left overnight, but in hot, 
humid weather mildew may be- 


velop after two or three hours.

washing machine method of 
dyeing, changing colors with 
the ease and assurance of pro- 
fessional chameleons. 

To these, a recent report on 
home tinting has added _ pearls, 
plastic specs and feathers, which 
by immersing in a warm solu- 
tion of dye can be tinted to 
harmonize with any costume. 
This is done by the pan-dyéing 
method—not in the washing ma- 
chine. 

Since up to now we have used 
dyeing and tinting indiscrimi- 
nately, it should be explained 
that there is a difference be- 
tween the two which has a def- 
inite bearing on the washing 
machine method. Tinting is the 
method used for obtaining color 
in a dye-and-water bath that is 
no hotter than that coming from 
the hot-water tap. 

Fast-dyeing, on the other 
hand, is the method in which 
the dye bath is held at a sim- 
mering temperature (around 
185 degrees F.) for a longer 
time. 

The former, tinting, is usually 
reserved for lighter colors, such 
as pinks, blues, soft greens and 
yellows, and is the quickiest, 
easiest way to achieve new col- 


‘or or renew old. Darker tones, 


black, navy, dark brown, green 
and red, should be fast-dyed. 


The advantages of tinting 
in a washing machine are 
many and the method aimost 
entirely foolproof once you 
understand how it should be 
done, because the washing 
action, in any type of wash- 
ing machine—from the con- 
ventional wringer-type to the 
spin-dryer, semiautomatic and 
automatic with manual con- 
trols—assures an even spread 
of dye throughout the fabric 
with no lifting and turning. 
The aetual procedure for tint- 
ing is simple, requiring little 
technical knowledge and only 
a small bit of labor. 


Say, for instance, you have a 
pair of curtains you’d like to 
tint green. Be sure, first, that 
the fabric is clean and wash- 


| able, with all stains and spots 


removed before tinting. Next, 


check your hot water supply— 


you'll want plenty and hot! 
Next, while the curtains agitate 
in the machine to get them 
thoroughly wet, prepare the dye 
solution. Dissolve the proper 
amount of all-purposé dye in a 
small pan of water. Heat it on 
the stove to a simmering point, 
but do not boil. Stir until all 
the dye is completely dissolved. 
Then strain the dye mixture 
through a fine gauze into the 
water in the washing machine. 
Replace the curtains in this 
mixture and start agitation 
again. 

Generally, one to one and a 
half packages of all-purpose dye 
is required for each pound—or 
about three yards of average 
dry weight material. 

If you are tinting in an auto- 
matic washer, set the dial for 
the longest time cycle. If your 


“ washer is nonautomatic, allow 


from 10 to 30 minutes, depend- 
ing on the weight of the fabric 
being tinted and the desired 
depth of color, before draining 
the dye solution out of the 
washing machine. 


After the dyeing is com- 
pleted, the material should be 
thoroughly rinsed in cool wa- 
ter—rinsed until the water is 
colorless. ; 

Finally, to remove excess wa- 
ter, use the spin-dry cycle on 
machines equipped for this 
process. For machines that do 
not whirl the clothes damp-dry, 
place the material in a clean 
cloth and squeeze until all ex- 
cess water has been removed. 
Never, under any circumstances, 
should you wring or twist the 
article or put it through a 
wringer. This tends to tcause 
streaking, as does bright sun- 
light. 

Hang tinted or dyed garments 
in a shady spot outdoors or in- 
doors if space permits. 


Frequent Cleaning 
Helps Keep Moths Out 


Wool draperies should be 
brushed frequently or cleaned 
with a vacuum cleaner. After 
taking them down and shaking 
them gently, special attention 
should be given to the folds 
where moths are more apt to 
be present. 

Lightweight wool draperies 
can be laundered. Allowance 
should be made for some shrink- 
age. They should be rinsed in 
warm water to remove the sur- 
face soil before laundering. 
Lukewarm water and mild soap 
are essential. Wash quickly, do 
not rub, and rinse thoroughly. 
Dry away from heat. 

Heavier lined draperies should 
be sent to the cleaner because 
the lining is usually of a fabric 
other than wool,

Unless 
you have migrated to New York or Hollywood, with a green ticket 
clutched in your hand and made your way into the studio, vou 
will never know what a comical giant he really is. How can you? 
You can’t hear him unless you are there to read his lips.
